Response to Amendment 
Applicant's amendment of 8/8/03 has been received and reviewed. Applicant amended 
claims 1-7 and submitted a proposed corrected drawing sheet for Figure 1. 



1 . The replacement drawing sheet was received on 8/8/03. The proposed drawing 
correction for Figure 1 is not acceptable because the drawing corrections are not in proper form 
as outlined by 37 CFR 1.85. The reference numbers must be drawn with red ink. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1, 83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the pocket enveloping at least one of 
the fingers must be shown or the feature canceled fi-om the claims. No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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4. Claims 1 -7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Claim 1 recites in part that the pocket envelops at least one of the fingers and 
accommodates a food item which is partially exposed at the top opening. Merriam- Webster's 
dictionary defines "envelops" as "fiiU enclosing". The specification does not recite this 
limitation. The only mention of an enveloping feature in the specification refers to when the 
glove is grasped at the wrist portion and turned inside out to envelop any food items held by the 
pocket. Further, page 3, lines 9-12 recite that the fingers of the glove are intended to be free for 
other tasks. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 



6. Applicant's arguments, see paper no.4, filed 8/8/03, with respect to Eichelbaum have 
been fiiUy considered and are persuasive in view of the amendments to claim 1. The previous 
rejections of claims 1-7 have been withdrawn.
